The IleraM’g correspondent gives the fol- 
lowing detajls of the Lite battle at Watchie: 

The aitacK wse made through shrprlso ami 
by only a very small portion of Gen. GcaryV 
command. This force had to sustain a partly 
Inilependcnt lierbt for nearly two hours against 
heavy otidfi without a forlUlcatlon of any kind. 
Besides, we knew little cf ^the typography of 
the country in the immediate neighborhood. 
We just arrived that night, and had even re 
ceived orthers to be under arms at daylight. 
Allhongh Gt*r. Hooker sent re-enforceroerte, 
with orders to press iorward and make a June 
t!on with Geary at tbe earliest possible mo- 
ment, still such re-mforcements did not par* 
t'cipate in Geary’s fight Had the re-enforee 
menta been in llmej and, still more particn- 
hrly, bad Gen. Hooker’s orders bscn literally 
and pfomptly obeyed, it is not at all improb- 
f.ble that we would have captured a goodly 
jiTliofl of one whole re'iel brigade. 

The cnrmV made an attaek, boidieg charg- 
ing on Geary to capture bis artilleay, and 
csch time they were driven back slgaally and 
with heavy loss. The lighting by our' men 
was of the coolest and bravest character 
Every attempt to oul-llink our smAll force 
was checked at once. 

.At last ihe ereruy commenced to retire. 
All their wounded that could walk wen 
taken eff tbe field, the rest being left behind. 
One ditch contained about twenty men and 
two c'flicers. These were all shot In a line 
In all we took about seventy-six rebels. On 
tbe Ibid iu front of onr line w'e found filly 
rebel woonded. and no sm-OI number of rebel 
dea.1 Ifty in S'gbt, and are seatUred in the 
woods to the right and le-'t. We took pris- 
oners from the First, Second, Sixth and 
Setenth South Carolina regimbnts, the Pal- 
metto Sharpshooter, and Hampton’i T^eglon 
All these were of Jenkins’ division. Captain 
II. Bowen, Lieut, w. F. Ni-mrod, and Lieut. 
F. A. Waler were taken with a party of their 
commands. We have taken quite a number 
of reb»i non-pommisslom d omcera. 

The 13tib New York, Cclonel Ireland, the 
13.h Pennsylvania, under command of Capt 
Gsribee, and the llith Pennsylvania, Llent. 
Cilonel Walker, were in line ou the front 
ard center, and had the hardest fighting, and 
were the regiments that repulsed the enemy’s 
8tta<k. The 7:h New York and 14th New 
Yom were on the extreme right of tbe line, 
and hsd some flgbticg, bat no Very severe en- 
gagement. 

Tbe 39th Pennsylvania, Colonel Rickard, 
was doing the picket duty of the entire Com- 
tnand, and in the first of the attack met with 
some slight loss. Some of onr pickets tell in 
with the rcgim'’nts la lirto of battle in de- 
tachments, and continued to fight there. 

Philadelphia, November 7. 

One steamer, the Salvor, arrived at this port 
to-day from Morris Island, and brings tbe 
most glorious intelligence. She reports that 
the lay eff Morris Island on Mond.iy, the ‘J 1 
iuetanl, and left that night for Hilton Head. 
On Saturday and Sunday a terrific bombard- 
ment was kept upon Fort Sumter bv three of 
cur monitors and Forts Gregg and Wagner. 

On Mondsy morning, w'bile the Salver lay 
ofl Hilton Head, Capt. O’Neil of the Invilid 
corjif reported that news ha<l been received 
by our military authorities that Fort Sumter 
was in our po6se«'l''P, and occopied by the 
One Hundred and Forty-fourth Pennsylvania 
volunteers, it having been taken by assault 
Tbe report was generally credited by oar offi- 
cers ard men. 

It is also reported that tbe UnPed States 
steamer Fulton bad been ordered to lay off 
Hilton Ilf ad twenty-four honrs to convey the 
intelligence to NiW York. 

The news wus conveyed to Hilton Head by 
the United 8‘a’es ct^amer Golden Gite on 
Monday morning. 

A second dispatch says: The steamer Salver, 
which has been engagud as a government 
transport, arrived at this port thU evening 
from off Charleston, having left there three 
days ago. Capt. Mott reportfl that Fort Sum- 
ter had surrendered to the United States 
forces, aud that the old fiig now waves over 
the rains of the rebel stronghold. After the 
surrender of the fort it was taken possession 
of by the One Hundred and Forty-fourth 
PenntylvanU volunteers. 

The old flig has been restored on the very 
spot where it was first disgraced.

Their 
raids are more dlsastrout than any yet made 
in ihe coanties of Madison and Huntsville. 

Bragg has it in {his power to muzzle the 
mails. 

The enemy has gained important advantages 
in the last forty-eight hours, which, unless 
they are counteracted, will place the question 
of subsisting his army iuChattanooga beyond 
doubt.
